The streams running into this valley from 
the surrounding mountains, are at present 
‘more swollen than at any period for many 
years. The State Road is impassible for 
some distance south of this city; and North 
Temple street, down which a canal had been 
dug to carry off the surplus water of City 
Creek into the Jordan River, is a perfect 
flood, and there is great danger of much dam- 
age being done to the northern portion of 
thecity. Other portions are being flooded by 
streams fromthe East. An unusual amount 
of snow has fallen the past winter, and the 
flood is occasioned by the melting of the 


snows on the Wasatch Range, no rain of 


any amount having fallen for some time. 

_ We also learn that Ogden City is in great 
danger of being entirely swept away by the 
flood in Ogden River. A number of men 
have been at werk incessantly for the past 
ten days making dykes and ditches to try to 
turn the stream to save the place.

Letter from Corrientes. 


THE AMERICAN TROOPS ON SHORE. 


The First Encounter between the American 


Troops and the Paraguayans. 


The Alta California of April 30, says:— 
A friend furnishes us the follewing extract 


from a private letter, written by an Ameri- 


can in Corrientes, Feb. 25, and sent to this 


city via Mendoza and Valparaiso: 


“A detachment of our troops, intended for 


land service, were diseinbarked at the village 
of Vermejo, on the 23d, about ten miles be- 
low the junction of the Parana with the Pa- 
raguay. 
dragoons and mounted riflemen, with the lug- 
gage adapted to that department of the ser- 
vice. 
form a junction with the steamers at the 
mouth of the Parana, for the double purpose 
of relieving the overcrowded vessels and in- 
tercepting foraging parties of warlike gauchos 
who iad seen hovering in the neighbor- 
hood.

“‘As we feared the treachery of native 
-scouts of Spa ish origin, Indians were em- 
ployed instead, but they were always ac- 
companied by some of our soldiers.

What a sad 
thing it was to see the poet subjected to all 
the humiliation of office-seeking! Of an eve- 
ni'g he would walk the streets. On such 
occasions he wouid give me a history of his 
wanderings, his trials and all cares incident 
to his sensitive nature and poverty. 

***How often,’ said he, once, ‘I have been 
in the heart of Paris, Berlin, and London, or 
some other city, and heard persons singi g, 
or hand-organ playing, Home, Sweet Home, 
without having a shilling to buy the next 
meal, or a place tolay myhéad. The world 
has litterally sung my song until every heart 
is familiar with its melodies. Yet I have 
been a wanderer from my boyhood. My 
country has turned me ruthlessly from office, 
and in my old age I have to submit to hu- 
miliation for my bread.’ 

‘“Thus he would complain of his hapless 
lot. His only wish was to die ina foreign 
land, to be buried by strangers, and sleep in 
obscurity. Poor Payne! his wish was rea- 
lized. Hediedat Tunis. Hisreimains should 
‘be brought to this country, and a monument 
erected to him by the homeless, with this in- 

scription:— 

‘‘Here lies J. Howard Payne, author of 
A wanderer in life, ! e whose 
songs were sung in every tounge and found 
-an echo inevery heart, never hada home.— 
He died in a foreign land.’ ””
